A deficit of more than $33,000 on 
the operations of the Unsatisfied 
Judgement Fund from April 1 to 
March 31, 1952, hus :educed the fund 
to $344,722. On April 1, 1951, the 
fund totalled $378,647. During 
1951-1952, Alberta motorists paid 
$252,898 into the fund while $9,907 
was recovered fiom previous judge- 
ments. Total disbursements were 
$308,478, including $37,674 for hos- 
pital and medical expenses paid, 
$205,607 for judgements and costs 
paid, and $65,136 for miscellaneous 
payments. The Unsatisfied Judgement 
Fund is financed by an $1 a year levy 
on each motor vehicle registration. 
The fund is-used to compensate per- 
sons who have been injured in bigh- 
way accidents but have not deen able 
to receive the damages awarded them 
by the courts.

Manitoba Issues 
1952 Angling Rules 


Rules and regulations governing 
angling in Manitoba have been is- 
sued by the bureau of travel and 
publicity for the Province on a‘ con- 
venient card which includes all the 
information required by sportsmen. 

The season on Northern pike, pick- 
erel, perch and goldeye opens on 
May 17 and extends to Oct. 31, The 
Season for lake trout, speckled or 
rainbow trout and whitefish opened 
on April 15 and remains open until 
Sept. 24, 

There is an aggregate daily limit 
of ten fish in effect and daily limits 
on trout are five and on pike and 
pickerel eight, 

Minimum size limits are as follows: 
lake trout, 16 inches; speckled trout, 
11 inches; whitefish, 15 inches; pick- 
erel, 15 inches; northern pike, 15 
inches; and perch eight inches, 

As in former years regulations pro- 
hibit the use of spears, snares, un- 
baited hooks, firearms, explosives, 
mechanical or luminous baits in tak- 
ing fish,

When the long siege of winter is 
over and the land is bare of snow, 
home-owners are made suddenly 
aware of any peeling paint, sagging 
fences or unsightly buildings on their 
property. Any man proud of his

Throughout western Canada, lum- 
ber merchants meet this annual 
brushing-up of property with paint, 
Shingles for repairing and reroofing 
buildings, batts and bags of insula- 
tion to ensure cool houses in summer 
and warm comfort in winter.

There are quantities of white, 
green and red paint to spruce up old 
siding on houses. Then aluminum 
paint can change an unpainted barn 
from an eyesore to a magnificent 
sight. For a change, white can be 
used on barns and sheds instead of 
usual red “barn” paint. On either 
house or farm. buildings, composition 
Siding of asphalt or asbestos can be 
rolled over old unpainted boards. 

Then there are often’ repairs to 
screens when storm windows are re- 
moved from the house. There are 
broken slats to mend in chicken 
coops, loosened nails to drive in and 
new putty jolis on windows, 

Mending of fences is best done be- 
fore summer. Fence posts can be 
driven more readily into the soft 
earth of spring. In some cases, 
metal fencing can replace wooden 
posts and wire. Regardless of the 
kind of material used, nothing dresses 
up property more for less labor and 
cost than an attractive fence and 
gate. 

Inside the house, much can be done 
in addition to spring cleaning and 
opening up the back kitchen for 
summer, The housewife can handle 
many papering and painting jobs, 
alone or with the assistance of neigh- 
boring women, * 

At her local lumber merchant's, 
she can see from sample books a wide 
choice of wallpapers. For her paint 
job,@he can get from him brushes, 
turpentine, linseed oil, putty and 
sandpaper and choose her colors from 
show booklets and cards, 

Paint is used not only for decora- 
tion but also for protection of wood. 
It increases the life of buildings and 
on outside walls should be done 
every three to five years,

The little Saskatchewan town of Eastend has found itself on| 
the front pages of newspapers across Canada lately. It took a/©88s and often astonishes experts 
flood td bring the town that temporary fame which, under the | 
circumstances, the citizens would gladly have gone without. But) 
although disaster was required in order to make all Canada con- 
scious of Eastend, the place already had a national reputation 
within a somewhat restricted circle. 


The biologists and the fossil hunt- has yielded the remains of numbers 


e1's know all about it, for this is the 
center of one of the most fascinating 
regions in the country for the study 
of wild creatures—either living or 
50 odd million years deceased, 

Eastend gets its name from its loc- 
tion at the hither end of the Cypress 
Hills, which lie in the southwest 
corner of Saskatchewan and overlap 
into Alberta. A visitor to those hills 
quickly learns that their highest 
point has a greater elevation than 
Banff, They contain a_ provincial 
park, and I can think of nothing 
more startling in the way of scenic 
contrasts than the entrance to it, For 
as the traveller turns off the high- 
way (so called), he has at his back 
a slope, covered with short grass 
scorched by the flerce summer sun, 
with here and there a boulder and a 
cactus plant, But in front of him 
opens a ravine, thickly wooded with 
both conifers and deciduous trees, 
carpeted with the wild flowers of the 
forest—all incredibly cool and invit- 
ing. Heaven and Hell side by side. 
x Land of Birds 

That comparison is, however, hard- 
ly fair to the short-grass and cactus 
stretches of the Cypress Hills and 
the surrounding cattle country. Look- 
ed at from a natural history point of 
view, they hold their own, The park 
woodlands may contain the only 
specimens of the pink-sided junco to 
be found in Canada; but out on the 
baked flats of the Frenchman valley 
there resides an equally rare and 
more spectacular bird, the sage hen. 
The general region marks also the 
meeting ground of the two North 
American flickers, the yellow-shafted 
(eastern) and the red-shafted (west- 
ern), which hybridize so freely that 
the naturalist is baffled in trying to 
decide which is which. 

As for the fossils, they are abun- 
dant and varied enough to attract 
the attention of the top palaeontolo- 
gists of Canada and the United 
States, The National Museum in Ot- 
tawa is sending another field party 
into the Eastend country this season, 
to search for the remains of early 
mammals.

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of these spectacular beasts, from 
beds of the Cretaceous period. As a 
geologist reckons time, that wasn’t 
so long ago, and by the late Cretace- 
ous the dinosaurs were running out. 
Their day was nearly done. 


My own meager knowledge of the 
Eastend fossils was not gleaned from 
professionals but from a small group 
of amateurs—farmers or ranchers in 
the main—who had come to the dis- 
trict with the railway or ahead of it. 
An extraordinary group of men they 
wereeeach with a broad knowledge 
of natural history and with his own 
specialty to boot. Charlie Holmes 
and Lawrence Potter were authori- 
ties on birds, and full-time ornitholo- 
gists were glad to consult them. 
“Corky” Jones, who did service as 
town constable, knew enough about 
palaeontology to prepare fossil speci- 
mens with fine skill, so that they 
could be properly displayed in East- 
end’s own museum. Some miles away 
at the main market town of Shauna- 
von, which also had a museum, there 
lived a Belgian (his name I forget) 
whose specialty was lepidoptera, He 
was fond of going down into an old 
mine with a lantern to collect unus- 
ual moths, 

Everyone Broke 

I use the past tense hecause this 
is how things stood in the ‘thirties, 
when Southwestern Saskatchewan 
was in the grip of drouth and de- 
pression and everyone was broke. 
Being broke, however, did not break 
the spirits of that little band of nat- 
uralists. Some of them are gone 
now, but they will always be remem- 
bered with affection by those privi- 
leged to know them, 

I wonder if a certain triceratops 


skull still adorns the Eastend muse- 
um, The Smithsonian Institution, so 
it was said, once cast a covetous eye 
on this particular specimen, but the 
natives, with admirable local pride, 
refused to part with it, 

This skull was discovered by Mr. 
Holmes’ daughter on a neighboring 
ranch, in the summer of 1936, The 
men rallied around — fortunately it 
was a slack period just then — and 
camped on the spot, while the ardu- 
ous and tricky work of excavation 
went on, The shield which protected 
the animal's neck had been exposed 
to the weather and disintegrated, 
but the rest of the skull was rescued, 
almost intact, Theh the ponderous 
mass, some seven feet long, was load- 
ed into a truck’ and driven into East- 
That, surely, was the most 
curious load of merchandise that any 
rancher ever transported over the 
winding trails of the Cypress Hills.
